DISCIPLINE IX THE HOME. 

"A geod many men upon return 
from military _service. have foond 
some dificulty-in adjusting them- 
selves to the conditions of civil-life, 
The hero whose matrimonial! affairs 
have just been occupying ‘the Par- 
isian Divorce Court is not to be con- 
sidered unique. :His military experi- 


ence had convinced him of” the|” 


advantages of-discipline. So far he 
has many'to agree with. him... He 
preferred to.apply-discipline to others 
rather than to himself, acd in. that 
be does not’ stard alone. What 


.distingviskes him is the earnest zea] 


with which ke acted upon his 
Principles.. He wrote cot ten new 
commardments, and issued them to 
his wife as'a manual ¢f conjugal 
regtlations an¢ domestic law. We 
cannot commend them as a model af 
legislation. ‘They appear to us partiy 
superfluous ard partly tautologons. 
For «xample, the first.ccmmandment 
lays."down, “Your. work must be 
checked every ‘week,” whereas the 
very nature of life ensures that all 
domestic work should be continually 
checked. In the. middle of the 
‘decalogte, numbered as the 
sixth — commandment, appears 
the . isstruction, -.“Do your 
duty as a wife in the home,” which 
either inclodes all the rest ‘or means 
‘nothing in particular, -Nor as a 
working: cede was the decalogue 
well designed. Having been bidden 
© do all manner of things, the wife 
was to'd (fourth -commendment), 

“Do nothing yourself without my 
orders.” Tke soldier should surely 
bave recognised in this confusion bad 
steff “work, After spedific instruc- 
tions as.to the way in which 


she was to dres3, the hapless! 


wife .received the all-inclusive 
order “Never try “any clothes with- 
out conulting me” If, as we are 
assured, the husband had taken the 
military code as his model, it is plain 
that he failed to study it, but also he. 
rashly tried to better its instructian. 
To demand that orders should be 
executed without discussion is in the 
sound tradition, but we do not know 
of any army or navy. which enforces 
or attempts to enforce.an order. “’.No 
Slang.” Miltary aad conjugal affairs, 
ho doubt, are, or-oughtto be, on a 
different footing, but, to admit. that, 
destroys the whole new decalogue. 
In any case it does not seem to bave: 
been really operative. Perhaps it was 
because the wife-had not had. the 
advantage of a military training; bet, 
at any rate, -she refused to obey 
orders, and the -husband bas resign- 
ed his command through the medium 
of the divorce. court, ‘though jt is not 
clear. to the ‘alien how French Jaw 
found 2'way of i geuniee _ divorce.
